Washinstoa, Dae. t».--What will 
probably rank as President Wilson's 

Kreatest leKlslative achievement was 
the passage of the Currency Bill by 
the Senate to-night. The vote was 
.'(4 to 34. Although the measure 
passed waa the fruit of Democratic 
caueaaesk waa drafted, ravlead and 
completed by Damoeratle oMtals 
and was pushed by a Democratic 
Administration, the following Re- 
pubican and Progressive Senatora 
supported ii aa reai iellef (the best 
obtainable at this time) of restricted 
credit and llnaacUl condltlonB: 
Weeka, of Massaebwatto; Crawford, 
of Soouth Dakota; Joaaa, of Waah- 
ington; Norrls, of Nebraska; Per- 
kins, of Calil'ornia; Polndexter, of 
Washington, and Sterlinn. of South 
Dakota. 

Not one Democrat voted against 
the bill, evan Seaator HttdMock. 
who led a revolt agalast soao of its 
features, easting hIa lot with that of 
his party. He said ha beUeved the 
measure works a real reform and 
that his opposition had improved 
the first draft of the Currency Bill 
materially. He hoped it would "dis 
sipate the clouds that now lower 
over our buslaeaa." Saaator La Fol 
lette, angered becaaartha DaaMMntta 
accepted only oaw of tww elavaath* 
hour amendmeata oSerad by him. 
voted "No." 

In driving the bill throagh. Con- 
gress before the Unt Christmas of 
his Aiadaiatratloa. tha President 
performed hia most notable achieve- 
ment, for the graal mass of the peo- 
ple and a majority of the ConKress 
took the measure on the I'resident's 
say-so. To be sure, currency reform 
was one of the three great pledges 
of the Baltimore platform, but less 
waa kqowa of ita details than of any 
other lawortaat sahjaet before the 
people. 

Of the tariff and trust reform the 
man on th(> street can talli with In- 
formation: of currency reform only 
a few experts can debate. The peo- 
ple have been educated to the point 
where they, kaow a Daaweratle Tar- 
iff Bin from a Republican measure, 
and their leaders can explain the 
nicrlts ol I he I'nderwood-Sinimons 
Tarilt Kill. Just passed, to voters 
who understand. But not one Con- 
gressman out of tlfty has a real grasp 
of the technical currency queatlon, 
and tharafora tha forty^laa had to 
hava their opteloa fonaod for them. 

Of the public at large, not one 
man \in a hundred thousand compre- 
hends even the llicors of currency 
reform. Therefore the ureal mass 
of the people had to have their (Opin- 
ions formed for them. All these 
lo9ked to tka Preaideat. He aapaas- 
ed tha OlMiOwea BUI warmly; he 
pointed out that It was a neeeesary 
complement of tariff leKislatiim : he 
promised that panics would Ix- un- 
known on<e the Currency Hill wus 
ou the statute books. The public 
accordingly backed tlie bill with the 
great aUoat fer ee s which It aoatiols. 
and aaaa all Oaagreaa flslt the 
strength of that Indorsemesl.

Tiealising the Impoesibility of csp- 
turlng the eonatry from the rabele 
Victorlano Huerta has ordered the 
remnants of his army, now at OJina- 
ga, to begin a campaign of destruc- 
tion that will make the States of 
Chihuahua and Coahuila vintenable 
for Pancho Villa and bta followers. 

Villages are to ba laid waste and 
rsrms swept oC tha map. Tha cam- 
paign win be similar to thai asagad 
several niniiths aRo sgalaat Bapata 

in Southern .Mexiio. 

Particular attention Is i« he paid 
the Mormon colonies in tin- vicinity 
of Casas Qrendes. 

Ines Salaaar, the Socialist Gener- 
al, has been chosen by Huerta to 
command the column of deetruction 
tlial will march nKainst the Mor- 
mons. 

Two years ago, during the Oroz.co 
revolution, Salasar destroyed much 
of the Mormons' property and forced 
them to flee to the United Ststes. 

SaUsar's orders, as learned here, 
are to march from Ollnaga to Casas 
Crandes. sweeping a path 2" miles 
wide for the entire distance. Kvery- 
thlng In this path will be destroyed. 
No attack will be made on Juarez at 
tha paifUat time, the Mea simply be- 
ing to aiake the aorthera portion of 
the State untenable. 

WhllcSalazar is thus engaged Pas- 
cual Orozco will proceed up the Con- 
ehos river Ironi OjinaKa, through 
Cuchlllo Parade, to Santa Kosalia. 
where a junction will be formed 
with Ooperals Veladoo and Nava- 
rette from Torreoa. The combined 
armies will then attack Chihuahua 
City. Both armies will destroy ev- 
erything possible on their marches 
to Santa Rosalia. 

Qeneral Salvador Mercado, su- 
preme Federal commander in Chi- 
huahua, haa beea Igaored In the new 
campaign and has baea recalled to 
Mexico City.

Salasar's uiarch to the .Mormon 
colonies la expected to start within 
the next three days. He will follow 
the Mexican side of tha Rio Orande 
for a short distance aad then swing 
southward, crossing the Mexican 
Central at Villa Aliumada and the 
Mexican Central at Casas Orandes. 
Both railroads vvill be (lestroyed. 
cutting tha rebels off from Juarez 
and Chlhaahua. 

Salasar Is thoreugbly familiar 
with the country of Western Chihua- 
hua. He Is haled by the .Mormons, 
and his orders to evtcrmiiiale lht> 
colonies, burn all houses, barns. 
Stores aad other buildings are said 
to plaaaa him. Evorything that can 
be buraa« ta to be dealrarad. All 
forage, grain, food aaA ethor sup- 
plies not aeeded by tha aohMsa Is to 
be destroyed, end all houses, barns 
and courthouses, farmlnx imple- 
ments and machtaery burned.

shape of head and color of eyes and 
liair can be conveyed by description, 
tater, she found many police prose- 
cutors who tfljd' h«r that iilentlflca- 
tlon by flnser prints and other 
scientific means Is developing sim- 
ply because the oM method of de- 
pending on descriptions for Identlli- 
cation is a failure. Following is a 
true story Mrs. Thompson tells of 
double identity, in which a mother 
saves ber aon from the hangman's 
noose;

"She hid tile ring and the pouch 
Involuntarily, in a wild maternal in- 
stinct te sa«a- bar offspring. Then 
sba want back to the sitting room;

• AC.KI) MAN .Ml HDKUKI) IN 
HIS HED. " Then followed the story. 
The man liad no Immediaie family. 
Ha lived alone with one old servant. 
Tka hoasa waa taalatad. snrrdvadad 
by a badge fence, Thraa paraons had 
seen a man in that vMalty about 
mIdnlKht. the time of tk* Wtfttf. a 
man with a beard. 

"The woman of sixty-nine, Himpla. 
honest, blunt of imagination, looked 
from this matter over to the other 
matter— 'UnlUMwa man.' Jnat what 
k»nM«a4 la MMT't so«l aha »or no 
XMII aver know. Her own 
[t. on record, is merely, 'It 
came to me. and I did U. I Im4 
save my son.' 

"8he put on her hat, then luuk 
the ring and the partly tilled bottlu 
of met^^Ua and went to the relief 
suttMi wbara tiM nnkaawn man 
waa. He lay, dNaiad In bis etreet 
clothes, upon a Mt, bis head upon 
ail lea pack. Overworked doctors 
and nurses were busy adntiuistering 
relief to tbu fast accruing patients. 
There was the attendant confusion 
Mary, inuwtleed, 
tte Mkaava pan. He 
looked very much like ber son. 
Hrovldentlally like.' in Mary's 
words. 

"8he bent over blui and left the 
ring and iIil- morpbiuu l>ottla — in 
hla pocket? No, And here is Mary's 
ona f raat stroka th«t makes her, a 
novice la eriaa. ramembered la po- 



lice eireles. tba pushed the ring 
and tba beUla aader Mm a little, as 
thougfc thay had slipped from out 
his clothes somewhere as he was 

laid rto*n. Mary renieniln red that 
his porkelB had li(ei\ found empty. 

As Marv went onl she saw a po- 
lice captain and a patrolman ap- 
proaching.

(luaiters. and laid a packet on the 
desk containing the *tl,:!(iii plus the 
nine years' interest. And 'she told 
ber story. 

"Tba mothar Mary waat free. 

" 'And,' concluded my Informant, 
'this all happened because one man's 
description tallied with another 
man's. Vou story tellers will have 
to work yoiiv bruin bard tti beat the 
mysteries and the heart-breaking 
tales we oHlcers of tbs law know. 
And— donblesi The wibods are full 
of 'em'."'

auraaea fuad" to reimburse daposl-i 
tora In faUIng membar banka. | 

Tka Senate baa broadened mate- 
rially the character of the commer- 
cial paper which will he elii;ilile for 
ledisciiunt and which iiia.t he used 
as a basis for lurrency. I i,.|er the 
House bill only paper maturing 
within ninety days waa available, 
but the Senate, after a ooataat, 
broadened the proviaion to Include a 
liercentuKe of six nionlhs' paper in 
order to accommodate siiiullur banks 
in rural tonimunities which kastle 
llttle-sliooi t-liine paper.

Alabama, 9; Arkansas, 3; Flori- 
da, 4; Qeorgla, 10; Kentucky, 1; 
Loulaiaaa. 7; Mlaalaalppi, 9; North 
Carolina, S;'8ottth Carolina, 7; Ten- 
nessee, 3; Texas, IS, and Virginia, 
9, niakiuR a total reduction of 79 
from the Southern States. 

Illinois loses two, .\ew York four 
and Pennsylvania one, inasmuch as 
in that number of thalr respective 
Congreaaional Distrieta tha Rapub- 
llcaa vote In 1*08 campaign fell be- 
low 7,600. 

However, ahould the Republican 
vote In any of all these districts 
be 7,500 or more In the connresslon- 
al campaign of next fall these losses 
of delegate strength to tbe next Na- 
tional CoBvantloa will ba raatored.

It la simply a 
question of Increased production, of 
the limits of whicli we have not yet 
reached even thi? outer frinjie. These 
countries all produce more to the 
acre than we do, and no small ahare 
of the credit la due to tha largo pro- 
portion of cattio to fartillaa the land. 

In these countries, also, particu- 
larly In the United Kingdom, Rreat- 
er attention is heiiis l>"id to the type 
of tattle. Development of an early 
maturing breed means economy of 
feedatuffs. An animal that is ready 
for market at two yaara takaa leae 
feed than one that requires four 
yeara to mature. Consequently, an 
acre of land can ba autda to aupport 
more beef. 

There is no sense in saying that 
the United SUtea cannot ralaa the 
beef and dattf producto lb faad ita 
pojialatloa. It eaa do It. aad -more, 
too, aad can aapply a much larger 
proportion of its leather stock. 
Whatever else It needs for this, it 
certainly has the area. Hut it needs 
more expert live-stock farmers. — 
[Wall Street Journal.

nett beRan. seventy-three involved 
homicides and forty-eight of them 
murder, according to the blonnial 
report of tbe dapartmant, 
pared bgr O. O. Myatt, who 
howaver. that this dooon't roprooont 
the triM ratio of homicides 'to oth- 
er forms of crime in the State, as 
Tuany verdicts for lower grades of 
crime are not appealed while an 
appeal Is taken in a large majority 
of homicide caaea iMoagaa life or • 
long priooB tarn to ganaralljr at 
stake, and a larger proportion of the 
defendants have the means to prooe- 
' ute appeals. 

In sixteen of these homicide cases 
the death paaaUy had been ivpoaed, 
and ta only two at thapx did tha 
Court of Appaata ravaroa the verdlet. 
Tom Blaugbtar. of Christian county, 
was condemned to the chair again 
on his second trial and the verdict 
was affirmed, but his sentence was 
commuted. John Conners, of Louis- 
ville, alao aaeurod a reversal of the 
death aaataneo. 

The court affirmed twenty-olx lite 
sentences and reversed six. 

AU told, the court reviewed 234 
Commonwealth crimlaal caaea, of 
whioh eighty'dva wara for Biade- 
meanora, twenty-one appealed by the 
Commonwoaltli and sixty-four by de- 
fendants convicted of tbe offenses. 
These misdemeanor convictions em- 
braced thirty-three charges of vio- 
lating the liquor laws, and tbe court 
reversed twoaty-tour of thea; hat 
eighteen of tho twaaty-taar were 
agaiaat tha Adaau Dxprooo Compa- 
ny in one lot from Whitley coun- 
ty, in which the court held that the 
State local opion law was not suffi- 
cient to invoke th^ operation of the 
Federal prohibition law against in- 
teratota ahiitataBto tatp 'dry" terri- 
tory. Oat at tha ataty-^aar atade- 
maaaor ooaTlettono appealed from, 
tho court reversed thirty-flve and af- 
nrnied twenty-Ave and dlsuilsBcd 
four; out of twenty-one misdemean- 
or casi'H a|>pealed by the Common- 
wealth the court afllrmad eleven, re- 
versed eight Bad diBBilaBad twa. * 

The Comaioawaalth appealed aav- 
enteen tetoay aaa SO, ef whioh olx 
wore aBrmed, two reveraed, two dis- 
missed and the law certlfled in sev- 
en. Defendants appealed from 
felony verdicts, of which nlooty-aev- 
en were affirmed. tbirty-tVO fafafb* 
ed and three diaaUagad.
